Mysterious Tragedy at Ramsgate.—A sad 
domestic tragedy involving the death of a young Ramsgate 
man well known in loci football circles occurred last 
week, At a house in Flora Road lived William Henson, 
his mother, and a lodger named Wells, Samuel Henson, 
father of the deceased lad, had not lived at home for some 
little time, but from statements made by neighbours 
he appears to have been seen in the neighbourhood 
shortly before the catastrophe, when. he is alleged 
to have had a difference with his wife and son. 
Be that-as it may, towards midnight the neighbours were 
startled by & loud explosion, and when the police ran to 
the spot they found the house almost wreck The elder 
Henson was lying in the back-room with his throat cut 
and suffering from other wounds, while a few feet away 
lay his wife, also gashed about the face and neck and 
planed under some furniture which had been overturned. 

n the backyard was found the mutilated body of the 
younger Henson, and it is surmised that the father, 
who had been a juarrymam, threatened to blow up; the 
house with a tin of blasting gelatine. The son, realis- 
ing the imminence of the danger, is believed ‘to have 
seized the tin, which exploded before he could throw it 
outside. Meanwhile the lodger had made good his escape 
by climbing from a top window on to the roof of an 
adjoining house, and at the inquest he gave evidence that 
Henson senior had made a disturbance on the fatal night, | 
and that Mrs. Henson bad asked him not to leave in the 
morning until her husband had gone. Major Cooper Key 
having testified. that some explosive of high power had 
been used, the inquiry was adjourned. Henson and his 
wife are still lying in a eritical condition in the Ramsgate 
IIospital.
